To Hold Debates Over Radio 


First of Series Scheduled for Next Friday Eve- 
ning at 7:20 O’Clock Over Columbia 
Broadcasting Chain. 


(By Leased Wire from the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch) 
NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—Some- 


thing new in national political 
campaigns will be inaugurated Fri- 


day. Prominent Democratic and 
Republican speakers—will meet in 
a series of face to face debates. The 
radio will be the transmission me- 
dium to the public. 

Debates by such mem as Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Jardine, Re- 
publicans; former Secretary of 
War Baker, (Dem); George W. 
Wickersham, (Rep.); Mayor Walk- 
er (Dem.), and many others will 
be broadcast from station WABC 
and over the Columbia Company’s 
broadcasting chain. The debates 
will be from 7:20 to 8:30 every 
Friday evening. 

Dr. John H. Finlay probably wil! 
act as the presiding officer of the 
first debate, the subject of which 
is :‘‘Resolved: That the policy of 
the Republican ‘administration to- 
ward governmental expenditures 
has been economical and sound.” 
It is likely that Under-Secretary 
of the Treasury Mills will take the 
affirmative for the Republicans, 


while Senator Robert F. Wagner 
will uphold the’ negative for the 
Democrats, 

Other issues agreed on by Rep- 
resentative John Q. Tilson, chair- 
man of the speakers bureau of the 
Republican National Committee 
and by Senator Millard E. Tydings, 
who holds a similar Democratic 
position are: Tariff, agriculture, 
labor and unemployment, immigra. 
tion, education, foreign policy and 
the control of water power. 

Among the Republican debaters 
will be Former Gov. Henry J. Al- 
len of Kansas, United States Senoa- 
tor Edge of New Jersey, Secretary 
of Labor Davis, Tilson, Representa- 
tive James M. Beck, former Solici- 
tor general of the United States 
and Representative Franklin W. 
Fort of New Jersey. Secretary of 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee. 

The Democratic debaters will in- 
clude John W. Davis, Democratic 
nominee for president in 1924; 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, vice presi- 
dential nominee in 1920; Senator 
Tydings, United States Senator 
Harrison of Mississippi and United 
States Senator George of Georgia.

BUY SHOT DEAD 
IN WATERMELON 
PATGH BY GUARD 


Alphonse J. Boschert, 17, 
Killed by Frank Schroeder 


on Farm at Boschertown, 


Near St. Charles. 


SHOT TO FRIGHTEN, 
WATCHMAN SAYS 


Two Companions of Slain 


Youth Testify They Were 
Fired On When Visiting 
Field for Second Time. ' 


Alphonse J. Boschert, 17-year-old 
son of Abraham Boschert, a well- 
to-do farmer living west of St. 
Charles, was shot and killed last 
night when he invaded a water- 
melon patch of another farmer for 
the second time. 

He was shot by Frank Schroe- 
der, a truck gardener, on the farm 
of his brothers-in-law, Carl and 
Louis Ostmann, near the village of 
Boschertown, three miles north of 
St. Charles. 

At the Coroner’s inquest today, 
the stcry of the fatal raid on the 
watermeion patch was told by two 
survivors, Emmett Glozier, 16, and 
Edward Amsinger, 15, of S&t. 
Charles. 3 : 

First Melons Were Green. 

The three youths were riding in 
Glozier’s automobile when they 
passed the Ostmann farm and 
yielded to a temptation to obtain 
some of the melons for which the 
farm is known in the community. 


They visited the patch, which *: 90 
feet from a lane, and got away 
with one melon apiece. They 


drove on to the Elm Point school- 
house, cut open the melons and 
found them green. 

Then they drove back to the 
same farm in search of riper mel- 
ons, and were nearing the melon 
patch, shortly “%efore 9 o'clock, 
with young Boschert in the lead, 
when two shots were fired. Glozier 
and Amsinger fled to the automoa- 
bite and. drove a shert distance. 
They shouted for Boschert, but 
got no answer. Returning to 
search for their companion, they 
were caught by the Ostmann 
brothers, who had heard the shots 
and set out from their home to 
investigate. 

Finds Youth Fatally Wounded. 

Meanwhile, Schroeder had foand 
the Boschert boy, fatally wounded, 
near the melon patch and had ‘ele- 
phoned to St. Charles for Sheriff 


Grothe. The Sheriff took Schroe- 
der to jail and the wounded »ooy 
to a St. Charles Hospital, but the 


boy died on the way. His left side 
had been riddled with buckshot. 
Schroeder said he did not aim 
to wound the youths, but had at- 
tempted to fire into the air to 
scare them. Because of re2cent 


thefts of melons and chickens, 
Schroeder had been detailed to 
guard the farm. 

The inquest verdict was that 


“Boschert came to his death from 
gunshot wounds inflicted by Frank 
Schroeder.” Schroeder, who had 
declined to testify on advice of 
counsel, was released on $10,000 
bond to answer any charges which 
may be brought against him. Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Bloebaum said he 


probably would file second-degree 
murder charges against Schroeder 
or present the case to the grand 
jury. 


Schroeder is 35 years old and 
the fether of five children. Bos- 
chert was a member of the family 
for which Boschertown was named.

TRYING 10 SHOOT 
WAY TO LIBERTY 


10, Including Prisoners and 
Guards, Wounded in 
Break at Louisiana Peni- 
tentiary. 


15 RAID ARSENAL 
AND GET SHOTGUNS 


Then Make Dash for River 
in a Fusillade of Fire and 
Commandeer Boat — 
Two Still at Large. 


By the Associated Press. 

BATON ROUGE, La., Sept. 10.— 
Six convicts were killed and 10, in- 
cluding prisoners and guards, in- 
jured, in a break from the incor- 
rigible ward .of Louisiana State 
Penitentiary last night. Two pris- 
oners still were at large today. 
Two of the injured likely will die. 

Two men, one a trusty who was 
aiding the guards, were shot to 
death at the prison at Angola, near 
here. Four of the escaping men 
were shot on the Mississippi River 


be found, officers said they were 
sure they were dead. 

Prison officials said the escape 
was planned by Cleveland Owens, 
New Orleans desperado, who had 
escaped once before and had 
sworn he would never be. taken 
alive again. He wasn’t, for the 


concentrated fire of the: guards 
brought him down. 

The men had received outside 
aid for Owens and several others 
had pistols with which to over- 
power the guards. The break had 
been planned to follow a _ baseball 
game yesterday afternoon but the 
men had delayed it because it was 
late after the game was over. 

S. J. Beck, serving a short term 
for robbery, is said to have pre- 
cipitdted the break with the word, 
“I’m going.” Owens saw he had 
to act and pushed his automatic 
toward the backs of two guards. 


Convicts Raid Arsenal. 
Instantly the other’ convicts 
swung into action. There was a 


concerted rush for the penitentiary 
arsenal. There the men obtained 
shotguns kept for the guards and 
then the dash for freedom began 
and with it the fusillade of fire. 

The 15 men raced for the Mis- 
sissippi River, a short distance 
away. hoping to seize a boat and 
escape jn the darkness. 

Arthur Kichen, serving a life 
sentence for murder, was the first 
to die. Arthur Davis, a trusty used 
as a guard, joined in the figh: on 
the side of the prison guards. He 
was struck on the head with a 
shotgun and fell, but recovered suf- 
ficiently to fire at Kichen ead 
bring him down. 

Jack Broom, another trusty. was 
fatally wounded as he interceced 
with the escaping men. Witnesses 
said Owen's pistol ended Broom’s 
life. 


Seize Boat on River. 
Other convicts seized a hoat on 


the river bank, but the alarin had 
been given and the powerful 
searchlight of the prison was 


turned on. Wight of the corvicts 
had reached the river bank and got 
into the boat when concen‘rated 
fire from prison guards killed fcur 
of them. Authorities announced 
that those killed tn the boat were 
Owen, a New Orleans contractor. 
serving a 14 to 21 year sentence for 
shooting a policeman with intenf to 
kill; Beck, serving a short t-rm for 
robbing a New Orleans bank: Stan- 
ley Procter, serving from four and 
a half to 14 years for assau't and 
robbery in New Orleans, and Jack 
Martin. serving eight to 12 years 
for robbery. 

Prison Officer Used as Shield. 

Four men surrendered  be/ore 
they could reach the boat, bul dur- 
ing the flight Capt. John Single- 
ton and C. C. Higginbotham. prison 
officers, were seriously wounded, 
and Higginbotham was captured 
and his body used as a shield ‘rom 
the bullets of the other zuards 
Officers estimated that more than 
200 shots were fired in ths firht. 
which was ended only aftvr the 
men had leaped into the rowlLoat 
and started down the river. Capt 
Singleton jumped into his speed- 
boat and started in pursult, joined 
by: guards and trustees. 
“I'm going after them.” he had 
shouted. “I am not going te order 
any of you to go with me, but 
there's plenty of room.” 
His rallying cry was answered by 
a number of trusties who joined 
him in the boat, while others fred 
from the levee at the fleeing »wcn. 
Officers said the four who were

WAS WAR CORRESPONDENT 


He Was Head of American Club in 
German Capital, Widow Is 
Film Star. 

BERLIN, Sept. 10.—Lincoln 
Eyre, president of the American 
Club of Berlin, died today at the 
age of 39. Death followed an op- 
eration for appendicitis performed 
last week. 

Eyre was war correspondent on 
the Western front and was for 
many years Paris correspondent of 
the New York World and St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. Since 1925 he had 
been Berlin correspondent of the 
New York Times. His widow, Gina 
Gralla, movie star, whom he mar- 
ried two years ago. survives. 

Eyre had a large acquaintance 
in political, industrial and diplo- 
matic circles.

Charles Fulp, a 
Negro, was held for court on a 
charge of inciting a riot and as- 
sault and battery in connection 
with an alleged attack on a fire- 
man who sought to quell one of the 
three disorders yesterday attendant | 
on the scheduled opening of the: 
meeting. 

Among those held pending a lat- 
er hearing were Anthony Minerich, 


one of the active leaders in the 


movement to organize a new min- 
ers’ union, and Freeman Thonip- 
son of Springfield, Il)., former of- 
ficer of the Illinois Miners’ Union. 
Thompson was placed in a padded 
cell last night when police alleged 
he was agitating his fellow prison- 
ers. ; 

Police magistrate John N. Orie, 
before whom the hearing was held, 
branded some of the prisoners as 
“reds” and “anarchists,” and said 
he would ask Federal authorities to 
investigate particularly whether} 
they held citizenship papers. Sev- 
eral prisoners admitted they had 
geen in the United States many 
years, but had not been naturalized. 

The prisoners paraded before 
Magistrate Orie with discolored 
eyes, bandaged hetads and other 
marks of the free-for-all alterca- 
tions between the groups of the 
Unitied Mine Workers. 

Orie warned the prisoners to re- 
frain from further participation in 
the meetings and declared ieaders 
should not attempt to go on with 
the convention.

LOOP INIUNCTION 


City and Street Car Com- 
pany Seek to Dismiss 
Temporary Writ Which 
Has Tied Up Work. 


Hearing on the motion of the 
city and other defendants to dis- 
miss the temporary restraining or- 
der which has stopped construction 
of the new street car loop at Third 
street and Franklin avenue, and, 
incidentally, has caused cessation 
of car track work in widened 
Franklin avenue for nine blocks iv 
the west, was begun today by Cir- 
cuit Judge Falkenhainer. 

The temporary order was grant- 
ed on Aug. 30. In response to it, 
the Public Service Co. has stopped 
all work on the new tracks, an J 
Franklin avenue has been left bad- 
ly blocked east of High street and 
virtually impassable east of Ninth 
street. The plaintiffs are 14 indi- 
viduals representing the Commis- 
sion Row Protective Association, 
whose objection is that a triangle 
of property in Commission Row, 
where Third and Fourth streets 
run together at Franklin avenue, 


tion with the Franklin widening. 
had been intended for an open 
space for vehicular traffic, but that 
the city recently gave the car com- 
pany a franchise for a loop there, 
which will deprive commission men 
in the neighborhood of some of 
their rights. 

At the outset of today’s  pro- 
ceedings, Daniel Bartlett, counsel 
for the plaintiffs, asked to have 
three Franklin avenue merchants 
stricken from the list of defend- 
ants, but Judge Falkenhainer over- 
ruled him.

Schopp testified, no suggestion was 
made that a car loop was to be in- 
stalled, but it was his impression 
that the space was to be used to 
relieve the heavy traffic of the dis- 


trict. The loop, he asserted, would 
tend to break up the “Row” 
through hampering ingress and 


egress, and would thereby depress 
property values near by. 

Real estate of Commission Row, 
which comprises a few blocks of 
Third and Fourth streets,’ is as- 
sessed at about $3,000,000, and is 
worth $4,000,000, Schopp declared, 
and it derives its value from the 
existence of the “‘Row.” His fa- 
ther’s estate alone owns $275,000 
worth of this property, he related. 

Ninety per cent c’ the city’s per- 
ishable food supply is handled in 
this district, Schopp said, amount- 
ing to between 27,000 and 28,000 
carloads annually. 


Merchants Complain of Delay. 

The city’s contention is that the 
triangular block was condemned as 
part of a public highway and that 
car tracks constitute a long-estab- 
lished legitimate use of the high- 
ways. The plan for the loop was 
made only_a few months ago, al- 
though the condemnation proceed- 
ings were started several years ago. 
City officials aver that the com- 
mission men are trying to ret 
more truck parking space at pub- 
lic expense, but the food dealers 
answer that the city is trying to 
Zive the car company a loop site 
at the expense of property own- 
ers who must pay the condemna- 
tion damage awards. 

Meanwhile, another interest has 
been aroused by the suit—the mer- 
chants to the west on Franklin 
avenue, who are anxious to have 
the car tracks laid and the wid- 
e ed thorough paved so. that 
dwindling business will be restored 
to strength. During the delay, 
some of the merchants say, they 
are being threatened with the pos- 
sibility of financial ruin, since cus- 

mers have been driven away 
from them. One business man es- 
timated his loss of income at $5000 
daily, and others are losing lesser 
sums. 

Two Demurrers Submitted, 

Attorney Bartlett. in court to- 
day, denied that the suit was 
sponsible for the delay in laying 
tracks in Franklin avenue.

FARMER SHOT TO DEATH 
BY MAN WHO ESCAPES IN AUTO 


Justus Nungesser Killed in His 
Barnyard Near Mascoutah, II; 
Robbery Theory. 

Justus Nungesser, 51 years old. 
was shot to death in the barnyard 
at his farm six miles northeast of 
Mascoutah, IIl., at 7:30 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, by an unidentified 
slayer, who escaped in an automo- 
bile driven by another man. 

Nungesser lived alone on the 
farm, which he owned, and was re- 
puted to be wealthy. Authorities 
think robbery was the motive. 

Albert Kehrer, a neighbor. heard 
shots and saw a man _ running 
through a corn field toward a 
Studebaker coupe driven by an- 
other man. The machine was driv- 
en rapidly away in Highway 13 to- 
ward New Baden. 

Kehrer hastened to the Nunges- 
ser home and found Nungesser 
lying in the yard mortally wound- 
ed. He had been shot six times 
and died after telling Kehrer that 
he had “been shot by a man.” Sub- 
sequent investigation disclosed he 
had $8 in his pockets and $7. and 
a watch were found in the house. 


Nungesser was married in 1925 
to Miss Micheline Dolata of New 
Baden, but they never lived to- 
gether. 


MAINE VOTES TODAY 
IN. STATE ELECTION 


G. O. P., After Vigorous Cam- 
paign, Hopes for Majority 
of at Least 36,000. 


By the Associated Press. 
PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 10.— 
| Maine, so-called political barome- 


ter of the Union, holds its State 
election today with both Democrats 
and Republicans confident. 

Maine takes pride in the slogan 
“as Maine goes so goes the na- 
tion,”” and the Republicans were 
out to prove that the political 
crystal foretold = sweeping Hoo- 
ver victory while the Democrats 
hoped it would augur equally well 
for Gov. Smith. 

In 1920 the hiepublicans elected 
a Governor by a majority of 65,- 
000 and Harding received a ma- 
jcrity of 65,000 over Cox in the 
national. election. Their fondest 
hope was to exceed that figure to- 
day. The heavy artillery of the G. 
O. P. came here with that end in 
view. Senator Charles Curtis, Re- 
publican nominee for the vice 
presidetcy, and Senator James E., 
Watson of Indiana have been here 
booming Repubiican stock. The 
national! organization of the Dem- 
ocratic party has not shown the 
same interest. Mrs. Nellie Tayloe 
Ross, former Governor of Wyo- 
ming, was one of the few speakers 
of note who invaded the State to 
aid the Smith cause. 

The Republicans have set 36,000 
as their minimum majority but es- 
timates ranging up to 55,000 have 
been made. 

William Tudor Gardiner is the 
Republican nominee for the gov- 
ernorship. He has been a popular 
State figure for years and waged 
his campaign on the record of both 
Sta@e and national administrations. 
A 33-year-old insurance agent, Ed- 
ward C. Moran Jr., is Gardiner’s 
opponent. He led the successful 
fight to send a Smith instructed 
delegation to Houston. He has 
made the State water power ques- 
tion his issue. 

In the senatorial race Herbert E. 
Holmes is opposing the re-election 
of Senator Frederick Hale, Repub- 
lican, who wants to go to Wash- 
ington for a third time. Holmes 
has campaigned almost alone, g0- 
ing about the State with a phono- 
graph to attract crowds and then 
preaching Smith. 

The campaign has not been 
without its “bolts.” Mrs. William

Dry Officer and Saloon 
Keeper Levied Tribute, 
Says Administrator’s Em- 
ploye, Also in Plot. 


Federal Prohibition Administra- 
tor Haley conferred with District 
Attorney Breuer today as to pros2- 
cution of two men, one of them a 
prohibition agent, who are alleged 
to have operated tip-off and shake- 
down systems for obtaining money 
from violators of the prohibition 
law. 

Wesley Hunsaker, 18 vears old, 


who posed as Haley’s secretary, 
although his position was that of 
office boy, has confessed that he 
took part in the system of levying 
tribute. He is expected to be a 
Government witness in the pend- 
ing prosecutions, and _ probably 
will be indicted with the others. 

In a statement to Haley and 
Special Agent Joerling of the In- 
ternal Revenue Department, Hun- 
saker related that he worked as a 
collector for his fellow conspira- 
tors. Qne of them, he said, was a 
prohibition agent, the other a 
South Side saloon proprietor. 

The prohibition agent, Hunsaker 
said, would visit saloons and tuy 
liquor, but would depart without 
making an arrest. Soon «after- 
ward, the South Side saloonkeeper 
would call, and would make known 
the fact that the recent customer 
was a prohibition agent. He would 
describe the agent’s clothing, and 
would mention the subject on 
which he had talked while mak- 
ing his purchase, such as the Fair- 
mount races. 

Sometimes both this man «and 
young Hunsaker would visit the 
person from whom money was to 
be obtained, and Hunsaker would 
be presented as Haley’s secretary. 
They would promise to keep the 
prohibition agents “off” the place 
for a fixed sum, and would coliect 
from $50 to $250, according te ap- 
parent @bility to pay, the youth 
said. 

As a means of impressing the 
law violators, the prohibition agent 
and Hunsaker would give timely 
and correct information on the is- 
suance of search warrants, the of- 
fice boy said: The*. warnings 
w%uld give the proprietors time to 
hide their liquor, and the raids 
would be fruitless. This informa- 
tion came from the prohibition 
agent, who in some cases. had 
sworn out the search warrants 
himself, Hunsaker said.

GERMAN AMBASSADOR 


T0 SOVIET RUSSIA DIES 


Brockdorff - Rantzau, 
First Envoy to Peace Confer- 
ence, Suddenly Stricken. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Sept. 10. — Count 
Brockdorff-Rantzau. German Am-« 


bassador to Moscow since 14922, 
died suddenly here yesterday while 
on a holiday visit. His death was 
due to apoplexy, which he suffered 
as an aftermath of a slight cold. 
He was 59 years old. 

The Ambassador's death suggests 
serious embarrassment to Gefe 
many’s relation with Soviet Rus- 
sia, for it comes at a time when 
the former cordial relations of 
both countries had suffered a set- 
back owing to differences ove? 
trade agreements and the Moscow 
Government’s arbitrary procedure 
in connection with regent arrests 
and prosecution of veral engl- 
neers and other Germans. 

Count Brockdorff-Rantzau came 
to Berlin to discuss the proposed 
resumption of negotiations fer 
amendment to -the commercial 
agreements which were to be ré@- 
sumed next month and other 
problems affecting present differ- 
ences between Berlin and Mose 
cow. He was the guiding influence 
in shaping Germany's foreign pol- 
icy toward her eastern neighbor 
and was known to have enjoyed 
Moscow officials’ confidence. 

As Foreign Minister during the 
revolutionary period Count Brock- 
dorff-Rantzau headed the German 
peace delegation to Versailles, 
where he aroused much unfavor- 
able comment by the manner ‘a. 
which he approached the allied. 
plenipotentiaries when presenting 
Germany's reply to the Versailles 
treaty. He resigned the Foreign 
Office portfolio in October, 1919, 
because he opposed acceptance of 
the treaty. 

Count Brockdorff-Rantzau was 
a bachelor and social recluse. He 
worked chiefly at night. Although 
a scion of an old Holstein nobility, 
he joined the German democratic 


party during the revolutionary 
period. His diplomatic service 
dates back to 1894. 


The family received messages of 
condolence from Chancellor Muvl- 
ler at Geneva, Foreign Minister 
Stresemann, who is at Baden Bae 
den, and the secretary of President 
von Hindenburg. The Foreign Min- 
ister said the death of the Ambas- 
sador was an almost irreparable 
loss and paid tribute to his valu- 
able services to the state at the 
Versailles peace conference and at 
Moscow. 


LOEWENSTEIN POISON THEORY 
ENDED BY DOCTORS’ REPORT 


PARIS, Sept. 10.—Drs. Paul and 
Kohn-Abrest, who have made an 
analysis of the vital organs of Capt. 
Alfred Loewenstein, in a report to- 
day definitely eliminated the pos- 
sibility that the Belgian banker 
died of poison, or that he had been 
poisoned. 

The feport, which was presented 
this afternoon to police authorities 
at Boulogne-sur-Mer, indicates the 
death should be ascribed to the 
banker's fall from his plane July 
4 while crossing the English chan- 
nel.

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SIDENER GOES FISHING. 

Roy C. Toombs is at liberty in Chicago. He is the 
man who bought the ‘nternational Life Insurance 
Co. with its own money ‘nd then wrecked it by with- 
drawing $3,500,000 of its assets. 

Warrants charging him with grand larceny and 
embezzlement have been is zed against him, and al- 
most three weeks ago the Governor of Illinois or- 
dered that Toombs be delivered to the St. Louis po- 
lice. Some 10 days ago Circuit Attorney Sidener an- 
nounced he was going to Chicago to get Toombs. He 
did not get him. Instead he sent back word to his of- 
fice that “a writ of ne exeat” had been issued by a 
Federal court which forbade Toombs’ removal from 
the jurisdiction of the court’s bankruptcy division 
Then Sidener went fishing. 

It is well understood in St. Louis that Toombs has 
explanations to make to the law in Chicago in con- 
nection with the affairs of his bankrupt brokerage 
house. Even so, it is inconceivable to the layman 
that a Federal court could, or would, intervene to 
prevent Toombs from being brought to this city to 
answer the grave charges of his alleged criminality. 
An authority on Federal law confirms this impres- 
sion. He has informed the Post-Dispatch that the is- 
suahce of a writ.of ne exeat to protect a bankrupt 
from arrest on criminal charges would be an unwar- 
ranted assumption by the court. He cited a secfion 
of the Federal bankruptcy act which specifically pro- 
vides that a bankrupt or other material witness in 
bankruptcy may be examined anywhere by deposi- 
tion. The normal procedure, he says, would have 
been to arrest Toombs upon criminal charges, bring 
him to St. Louis and place him under bond. Then if 
the Chicago bamkruptcy court wished to examine him 
it could take his deposition wherever Toombs chanced 
to be. 

That is the law of it, according to competent opin- 
ion, and certainly that is the common sense of it. 

But Circuit Attorney Sidener, as St. Louis well 
knows, has a genius for not getting things done. That 
man has encountered innumerable detours in his of- 
ficial journey. He seems fated, on every official en- 
terprise of consequence to be shunted off by some 
extraordinary detour or brought to a halt by some 
inexplicable impasse. The writ of ne exeat is the 
latest of the interminable list of obstacles that has 
stopped him in his tracks. 

So Sidener has gone fishing. And we submit that 
a Circuit Attorney who would go fishing in the cir- 
cumstances of the looting of the International by 
Toombs ought to be given a perpetual license to go 
fishing. 
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WHAT NO PARTY WILL DO. 


The Houston convention severely scored the Re- 
publicans for not enforcing prohibition. Now some 
of the Democratic leaders in the dry South are say- 
ing that Gov. Smith will, if elected, rigidly enforce 
prohibition. 
The simple truth is that no political party will en- 
force prohibition. If Mr. Hoover thinks that as 
President he will do any better in this respect than 
Mr. Coolidge has done, he is, in our judgment, some- 
what naive. It is probably true that Mr. Coolidge 
has not been enthusiastic about prohibition. It is 
certain that Mr. Mellon, whose department is em- 
powered by law.to enforce the Volstead act, cares 
nothing for it. Nevertheless, the result would have 
been the same. The country has just had an illus- 
tration in New York of what it means to enforce 
prohibition. The very zealous Mrs. Willebrandt, with 
more fervor than finesse, thought she would put the 
padlock on New York and embarrass the Smith cam- 
paign. Mrs. Willebrandt no doubt has some expecta- 
tions of being a person of great importance in the 
Government if Mr. Hoover is elected. She essayed a 
coup for Mr. Hoover, with the result that she was 
severely spoken to by somebody. The padlocking 
is off. 3 

This happens everywhere. Who has forgotten when 
an effort was made to enforce prohibition in St. 
Louis and Gus Nations raided the Chase Hotel? The 
next day a trainload of Republican politicians went to 
Washington. They had Nations called off. Did 
Washington want to turn St. Louis over to the Dem- 
ocrats? One might suppose from the utterances of 
the Houston convention, as well as from things said 
by drys supporting Gov. Smith, the Government is 
somehow apart from public opinion, or that it bears 
no responsibility to what the people think. Nothing 
of the sort. If the Democrats got in power they 
would rest under the same political obligations that 
have embarrassed the Republicans. If they tried to 
enforce prohibition other trains loaded with Demo- 
cratic politicians would rush on to Washington de- 
manding to know if they wanted to turn the cbuntry 
over to the Republicans. 

It is to laugh. 


HAY AND PATTERSON. 


One of the gravest tasks confronting the voters of 
Missouri is the election of a United States Senator. 
The candidates are Charles M. Hay, Demograt, and 
Roscoe Patterson, Republican. Both are dry. The 
dryness of Mr. Hay is better known, because Mr. Hay 
himself is better known, but there is no difference 
in the degree of their dryness. Both are committed 
to the principle of prohibition; both are opposed to 
any change in the law or any weakening of the en- 
forcement machinery. 

This being the case, it will be necessary for the 
voters to base their choice upon other considera- 
tions, and hence it becomes highly important for the 
voters to know where the candidates stand on the 
other issues of the campaign. After prohibition, the 
leading issues are farm relief, foreign relations, and 
the questions raised by the multifarious activities 
of the public utility companies. A proper settlement 
of each is vital to the welfare.of the country. 

Mr. Hay’s position already is fairly clear. He 
favors legislation to enable the farmers to control 
the marketing of their surplus crops, the cost to be 
distributed over the units benefited. He is opposed 
to sending the marines into Latin America to safe- 
guard wildcat investments by speculative gentlemen 
in Wall street. He is most emphatically  op- 
posed to allowing the natural water power 
sites of the State to be seized by people like Samuel 
Insull, and he is in favor of regulation which will 
prevent the unlimited pyramiding of profits at the 
expense of the rate-payers and the poisoning of the 
public schools with propaganda pamphlets masquerad- 
ing as textbooks. | 

We have yet to discover where Mr. Pat- 
terson stands on these questions. He is known to 
the State at large as an organization politician of the 


‘miable, good-fellow type. He has contented himself 
us far with standing on the action of the Kansas 
ity convention, which ejected the farm leaders from 

the convention hall, approved the Coolidge-Kellogg 


policy of meddling in Latin American politics, and 
dodged the power issue entirely. However, it would 
hardly .be fair to charge him with full re- 
sponsibility for all the actions of the convention. It 
may be assumed that he will make his own race and 
give a clear and comprehensive statement of his own 
views. The voters are entitled to that, and they will 
expect it. Meantime, judgment should be suspended. 
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ANOTHER TREATY REVOLT? 


Taking its cue from continued protests of the Chi- 
cago Tribune and other influential Republican jour- 
nals against the treaty outlawing war, the New York 
World makes the interesting observation that it was 
precisely in this way the revolt against the League 
of Nations began. 

The World concedes the point of the Tribune and 
others that the Kellogg-Briand treaty, if it carries 
any obligation at all, does commit us to preservation 
of the status quo. That is, if any nation resorting 
to war is to be in any wise scotched for it, what 
we have done is to deny to any nation suffering in- 
justice the hope of redress. Thus, all the injustices 
of the Versailles treaty, some of which are far from 
defensible, are given the moral sanction of all those 
countries joining in the new treaty, even those coun- 
tries upon which these wrongs were inflicted. Such 
countries have the bitter choice of signing or putting 
themselves in the position in which Germany placed 
herself with respect to the Bryan treaties. 

This point involves a consideration with which 
the United States is quite familiar. It was re- 
peatedly pointed out in the debate on the League of 
Nations that since we had ourselves achieved free- 
dom by revolution, we should be the last to join with 
other nations in suppressing freedom anywhere. The 
bitter-enders in the Senate, one of whom at least, Mr. 
Borah, is an advocate of the new treaty, never tired 
of saying that having freed ourselves we were about 
to pronounce eternal servitude upon all other subject 
peoples. It is not an exaggeration to say that this 
argument blasted in the United States the former 
rosy prospect that having proposed the League of 
Nations we would perforce join it. It is not too much 
to believe that our devotion to the ideal of self-de- 
termination may exaggerate the new treaty as much 
as it did the old. If so, the debate in the United 
States Senate on the Kellogg-Briand pact may as- 
sume altogether unexpected violence. It is merely a 
question whether the treaty is construed to mean 
anything. We have never thought it did. But if the 
very powerful isolation sentiment in the United 
States decides that it does, its day in the Senate will 
be far from happy. 

In endorsing the treaty, Mr. Hoover may therefore 
have acted hastily. It is far from discreditable to 
the United States that as we prize our own liberty 
we prize also what Abraham Lincoln called “the 
right of revolution” to all men whatsoever.

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AN ELECTRIFIED GRANDFATHER’S CLOCK. 


Mr. Hoover took farewell of his associates in the 
Department of Commerce Saturday night in an occa- 
sion marked by the admirable emotions of pride and 
regret; pride in the summons of their chief to a rare 
distinction; regret at the severance of long and cher- 
ished relations. As an expression of their affectionate 
regard they gave the retiring Secretary a grandfa- 
ther’s clock, which the delegated spokesman de- 
scribed as “without works, springs, wheels or pen- 
dulum,” which functions, we are told, under the cold, 
impersonal impetus of electricity, and bearing a 
bureaucratic guarantee to keep time. 

Probably it will keep time. We'll grant that. But 
to call this disembodied travesty a grandfather‘s 
clock is pretty close to sacrilege. 

Somewhere back in the ancient splendor it may 
have been the earthly business of a grandfather's 
clock to keep time. Within the memory of living 
men it has had a nobler, more adventurous mission. 
It stood in the hall, a kindly, gentle, melancholy, old 
sentry, blissfully asleep at its post, lost in immemo- 
rial dreams, its vigil done. On the elders it bestowed 
the contempt of eternity for the ephemerae of their 
tremendous trifles. Now and then, heckled by tinker- 
ing and unwelcome attentions, it protestingly re- 
sumed its duties for a while, but always it subsided 
into its brooding, dignified and courtly silence. Its 
stoic heart may have been moved by the genuine rev- 
erence in which those elders held it as the “gccollade 
and banner” of family priority, but if so it gave no 
sign. 

Yet for all its other-world austerity it had its mor- 
tal longings. It was ever a challenge to the curiosity 
of the pattering vandals, the cherubim and seraphim 
of the house. The mysterious tick-tock of every 
grandfather’s clock has been investigated by the ex- 
ploring Stanley, with the pigtailed indorsement of 
“fair Alice, and laughing Allegro, and Edith with 
golden hair.” It has been the fate of every fortu- 
nate grandfather's clock to feel its pendulum slip 
from nervous fingers and shiver at the resounding 
roar, It has been its bland experience to look from 
a smeared, disfigured face upon its very vitals scat- 
tered about in the terrifying confusion of a juvenile 
clinic. More than one grandfather's clock has been 
toppled from its base by a Genghis Khan who had 
arrived at the impatience, say, of eight destructive 
years. 

The prosy routine of recording time, the stilted of- 
fice of ancestral herald, the base devoir of an item 
of interior decoration—none of these was ever the 
chosen task of a grandfather's clock. Its true des- 
tiny lay in its secret comradeship with the young: 
sters. In their sincere worship it was. somehow re- 
stored to communion with life, and it rejoiced, we 
now believe, in its own massacre by those guiltless 
Torquemadas. 

This so-called grandfather's clock presented to Mr. 
Hoover by his departmental associates is an im- 
postor. It may masquerade in mahogany habili- 
ments and its noiseless competence may be the very 
apogee of efficiency, but it will never stir the won- 
der of the Dunsany that dwells in the soul of every 
normal kid.

For grape conserve take two 
quarts grapes, two Oranges, one 


pound seeded raisins, one pind 
English walnut meats and two and 
one-half pounds sugar. 

Wash grapes, remove stems and 
separate pulp and skins. Place half 
the skins in a small amount of 
water and cook for five minutes. 
Throw away the rest of the skins 
as the conserve is too strong if 
all the skins are used. Cook the 
pulp slowly until it is soft. Put 
through collander or coarse sieve. 
Add pulp and rind of oranges, su- 
gar, raisins and grape skins. Boil 
the mixture for five minutes. Add 
chopped nuts; turn into sterilized 
jars and seal. 

When making grape jelly or 
grape juice, make one extraction 
~nly, and do not squeeze bag so 
that the pulp may be used (for 
making grape butter, 

Grape Juice. 

Wash thoroughly ripe grapes, re- 
move from stemg, Put into kettle. 
mash and heat slowly. Cook until 
soft. Strain through jelly bag with- 
out squeezing. Measure juice, add 
1 cup of sugar for each cup of 
juice, Bring to boiling point and 
boil 5 minutes. Turn into sterilized 
bottles or jars and seal while hot. 

Grape butter is made of two cups 
grape pulp, two cups apple pulp, 
two cups water, two cups brown 
sugar, one teaspoon cinnamon, one- 
half teaspoon mace and one-fourth 
teaspoon cloves. 

.To grape and apple pulp ard 
water; cover and simmer 20 min- 
utes, using a low flame. Precs 
through a sieve, rejecting seeds and 


skins. Add sugar and spices and 
cook slowly until thick, about 390 
minutes, 


GRAHAM CRACKER CAKE 
IS A RICH CONFECTION 
This Cake Has a Special Appeal for 
Those Who “Simply Adore” 
Pastries. 

We can recommend the following 
recipe: One cup of sifted sugar, 
one-half cup of unsalted butter, 290 
graham crackers or practically six 
ounces when crumbled or one and 
two-thirds cups of the crumbs 
when rolled and put through a 
coarse sieve, two or three level te:- 
spoons of baking powder, three 
eggs, three-fourths cup of milk, 
one-half cup of walnut meats crt 
fine. 

Cream the butter and mix the 
sugar into it, and work into them, 


alternately with the milk, the 
cracker crumbs, into which the 
baking powder has been well 


mixed. Separate the eggs and beuat- 


them separately. The yolks may be 
added to the butter and sugar, or 
they may be folded into the whites 
and the two folded into the above 
mixture, (A white can be spared.) 
Lastly add the nuts. 


DELICIOUS HOMEMADE 
VEGETABLE RELISHES 


Cut corn from one dozen fresh 
tender uncooked cobs. Chop one 
small head of cabbage very fine or 
put it through the meat chopper. 
Wash, drain and finely chop one 
bunch of celery. Cut four ‘'arge 
white onions in very thin -slices. 
Remove the seeds and the core 
from two sweet green peppers and 
two sweet red peppers and then 
chop them fine. Put all vegetables 
together in a deep kettle with one 
quart of vinegar. 

Mix one and one-half cuss of 
white sugar with one cup of flour, 
one-third cup of salt, one teaspoon 
of dry mustard, one teaspoon of 
celery seed, one-quarter teaspoon 
of cayenne pepper and one and 
one-half teaspoons of tumeric pow- 
der. When thoroughly blended «dd 
one quart of cider vinegar and then 
pour over the mixed vegetabies. 
Heat to the boiling point, stirring 
frequently and simmer for 40 ™in- 
utes. Pack into small sterilized 
giass jars and seal. 

Little half pint glass preserve 
jars are. very good for storing 
pickles of the types mentioned 
here, as they hold enough for the 


'average medium-sized family use 


for a meal or so. They keep their 
flavor much better than when the 
large jar 4s opened and left stand- 
ing.

Revolutionary Papers. 

The Revolutionary papers,  in- 
cluding a journal of June 10, 1778, 
to June 30, 1782, and a court mar- 
tial record of Feb. 16 to April 7, 
1780, are too faded for casual read- 


ing. The historical society plans 
to have them deciphered this win- 
ter. 

Not so difficult to untangle is 
the neat, clerical writing on a sheet 
of legal cap headed, “List of stock. 
holders in the Bank of Missouri on 
the 14th of August, 1821, the day 
on which it stopped specie pay- 
ments.” These unfortunate stock- 
holders probably were a fair cross- 
section of early St. Louis, and for 
that reason the surnames—many of 
which have no scion now in S&8t. 
Louis—follow:

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THE PRINCE OF WALES

, H. R. H., the Man. 


HE Prince visited in turn, Mon- 

treal, Port Arthur, Fort Wil- 

liam and Winnipeg. and at the 
latter town, the reception was so 
exuberant that fears for the 
Prince’s safety were entertained by 
his staff. 

During the passage of the loyal 
train across the Dominion the en- 
tire route was lined by enthusias- 
tic crowds. 

The Prince traveled northwards 
from Winnipeg, passing through 
the prairie lands to Edmonton, tne 
capital of Alberta, thence on to 
Calgary. An amusing report comes 
from the prairie town of Saska- 
toon. Witnessing the exciting per- 
formance of a party of cow punch- 
ers one day, the Prince waited un- 
til the end of the program. Then, 
to the astonishment of everyone 
present, he jumped on to a bron- 
cho, and motioning the cowboys to 
follow, led an exciting race for a 
short while. 

The way in which he kept his 
seat in the midst of -he whooping 
cowboys did more than anything 
else to ensconce H. R. H. in the 
heart of the Canadians. The fact 
that the Prince was a good horse- 

flashed across the Dominions 
like wildfire and banished the last 
little reserve that the Westerzers 
had. 

At Calgary, near the Rockies, 
the Prince attended a_ citizens’ 
lunch, after which he gave a 
speech embodying some of the Im- 
pressions he had gained during his 
stay in the Dominion. “The far- 
ther I travel through Canada,” the 
Prince declared, “the more I am 
struck by the great diversities it 
presents; its many and varied com- 
munitie#iare not only separated by 
great d neces, but also by diverg- 
ent interests.” 

The Prince, experienced in farm- 
ing and cattle breeding by his ac- 
tivities on his Cocnish Estate, was 
particularly interested in the prairie 
regions of Northwest Canada and 
forthwith decided to purchase for 
himself a ranch in Alberta and 
transfer some of his English cattle 
there as feeders. 

After initiating himself into the 
rough splendor of the Rockies, the 
Prince of Wales arrived at Van- 
couver Island, where he was greet- 
ed by a mixture of Canadians and 
Americans. 

American warships were at an- 
chor in the bay. As usuai, we 
Prince's first thoughts were for 
those who had fought in the Great 
War and he shook hands with 
numerous veterans. 

Victoria held a particular fasci- 
nation for the Prince, and he stay- 
ed there for several days, visiting 
of course, the points of interest in 
the neighborhood. On one occasion, 
the Prince and his party journeyed 
over the Shawnigan Lake --here 
the lumberers were hard at work. 

Before his tour was completed 
according to the official program, 
the Prince could say that he had 
practically seen Canada from end 
to end, having traveled well over 
10,000 miles in North American 
territory. Everywhere his recep- 
tion had left nothing to be desired 
and he had fulfilled his -mbition to 
learn more of the gallant Ca. ad- 
ians. 

During the whole of his tour the 
Prince approached everyone and 
everything he saw as a student who

had much to learn. It was this 
unassuming role which made such 
a deep and pleasing impression 
upon the people. 

The Prince’s visit over the bor- 
der line into America was an un- 
expected development in His 
Roya! Highness’ Canadian tour. 

The Prince of Wales entered 
American territory at Rouse’s 
Point, arriving in Washington on 
the day of the first anniversary of 
the armistice. President Wilson 
was indisposed at the time, ani the 
honor of receiving the young Frit- 
isher fell to the happy lot of Mr. 
Lansing, at the time acting as Sec- 
retary of State. Everywhere the 
Prince was welcomed in thorough- 
ly trans-Atlantic fashion. rhe 
American press made a special fea- 
ture of welcoming the Prince, and 
for several days devoted consider- 
able space to publishing accounts 
of the movements of the royal 
visitor. 

From Washington, the Prince 
proceeded to New York, where the 
rousing cheers which met him as 
he drove through the streets were 
one of the features of his visit to 
America. En route, the Prince wad 
@ remarkable reception from a 
number of American ladies. Wear- 
ing the uniform of a British officer 
and carrying a malacca cane, the 
Prince looked so boyish that they 
pelted him with rose blossoms He 
was naturally somewhat enihar- 
rassed, though he smiled winningly 
through the ordeal. “I never knew 
what it was to feel like a bride be- 
fore,” he remarked with a chuckle 
to Viscount Grey, who was beside 
him, 
The human side of the Prince 
was constantly revealed during his 
tour in the West. He thonght 
nothing of keeping his train wait- 
ing beyond scheduled time in order 
to finish his chat with a war vet- 
eran on the station platform, and 
it was a common occurrence to 
find him fingering the medals on 
the breasts of some crippled sgol- 
dier, eagerly questioning him as to 
his adventures “over there.” 
The Prince left the shores of 
Canada with happy thoughts in his 
mind and happier words in his 
ears. 
Though the Prince did not speak 
of his admiration for America 
until on his Australian tour he then 
confessed. “I always feel happy 
amongst Americans and in Amer- 
ican territory, because American 
life appeals to me greatly, and I 
have many American friends.”
